Made by the Won“ and Post- 
Dispatch” Balloon. 


It Attains a Height of 16,000 Feet 
in Its Flight to Hoffman, III. 


The Greatest Authenticated Altitude 
Ever Reached in This Country. 


Signal Service Officer Hazen Takes Forty- 
seven Scientific Observations During the 


Ascent—Chronicler Duffy’s Graphic De- 
scription of the Thrilling Sensations at 
That Great Height—The Rapid Descent— 
Prof. Hazen’s Report on the Ascent—Es- 
cape of Gas Compels the Balloon to 
Descend Near Centralia, III.—The Carrier 


Pigeons. 


The following telegraphic account of the 
voyage of the WORLD and PostT-DISPATCH 
balloon was received from Mr. Edward Duffy, 
the chronicier of the expedition, this morning: 
By Telegraph tothe Poét-Dispatcn. 

OENTRALIA, III., June 18.—The WoRLD bal- 
loon voyage has, for the present, ended. We 
landed safely, but with difficulty, a little after 
9 o’clock last night, near the farm-house of 
August Palm, a German, in the town of Hoff- 
man, Clinton County, II., distant from St. 
Lonis, almost due east, 55 miles. We had 
out our cCGrag-rope for about five miles 
and anchor three miles. We tore along 
fifteen miles an hour, biting out 
fences and tearing up good patches ot ground. 
About a dozen farmers chased us the last mile. 
Finally one of them, Palm, aided by his wife, 
gave the drag- rope half a dozen turns around 
an apple tree and brought us up short with 
terrific violence, nearly throwing us from the 
car. It required 

TWO HOURS TO DESCEND 300 

fect. The valve was opened and the bag 
ripped, but the immense canvas catching 
the wind acted as a kite and kept aloft holding 
the drag rope tavt. We settled slowly. 
Doughty and I each had readya bag of sand 
wherewith to break the force ofthe fall. Asa 
last resort Aeronaut Moore pulled the rip cord, 
splitting the bag from top to bottom, gnd she 
collapsed, descending to thé earth almost in- 
stantiy. The car and canvas was dragged 
from the cornfield into the highway and there 
left during the night. 

The landing was made atdusk. Moore was 
very sick and faint from loss of blood from 
his finger which was lacerated by a bag hook 
at the Park, and everything was done to 
alleviate his sufferings. His hand had bled 
copiously during the voyage. He was taken to 
a near-by farm-house and liniment applied to 
his lacerated finger. Preparations were then 
made to remain over night at Palm’s house. 
The provisions were taken from the car to the 
house and two beds were prepared for 
us. Palm was engaged to keep guard 
over the car till daylight. At II o’clock Moore 
was in a fainting condition. A passing farm- 
wagon was hailed and, assisted by Doughty, 
he set out for Centralia, a town of 8,000in- 
habitants, and distant seven miles from Palm’s 
house, to get his bleeding wound dressed by a 
physician. Dr. W. T. Marshall attended him. 
He remained with Doughty at the Dunker 
House till 7 a. m. to-day, and returned to 
Palm's house still very weak. Hazen andI 
stayed at Palm's house last night. At about 2 
#. m. Palm informed us that a great crowd of 
natives had 

COME TO SEEK THE BALLOON, 

and were stealing our provisions. They finally 
departed. At day break this morning! en- 
gaged a farmer to fetch me to Centralia. No 
vehicle could be found last night after land- 
ing wherewith on agp a the seven miles to the 
nearest telegraph station before midnight. 
At 2 a. m. reporters from Centralia arrived. 
When I left Palm’s house this morning Hazen 
was preparing to fly the ten carrier pigeons 
with messages giving time of start. During 
the voyage I let loose two pigeons with dis- 
patches tied to their legs, the first to Festus, 
Mo., the second to Crystal City,Mo. We were 
so high most of the trip that the earth was but 
dimly discernable through the clouds. They 
were, therefore, held for lower altitudes. 

Though our voyage was a comparatively 
short oneand begun rather inauspiciously, 
Prof. Hazen tells me that he thinks his meteor- 
ological observations, by reason of the great 
heighth attained, more valuable than any 
other taken from a balloon in this 
country. Our highest altitude was 16,000 
feet. This was attained about an hour after 
leaving St. Louis. This was maintained for 
over filteen minutes. It was here that we nar- 
rowly escaped disaster. Moore’s torn finger 
was bieeding copiously as we cleared 
the park grounds. He was unfit 
to make the journey. On mounting 
upward the roaring in ourears was dreadful. 
So much ballast had been lost in getting away 
from the park and M clearing the trees and 
bulldings adjacent thereto that once the up- 
ward flight began it was very rapid. Moore 
collapsed utterly when crossing the Mississip- 


pi, and for some time lay 

IN A FAINTING CONDITION 

in one corner of the car. His face was ghastly 
white and his lips purple. Doughty and I 
hastily searched among our baggage for the 
brandy. We failed to find it. Hazen was 
taking observations, buton learning Moore's 
state got his brandy bottle quickly 
and Moore was given a few swallows of 
the brandy, diluted with water. This revived 
him somewhat. By this time the roaring in 
my head was terriffic, the air grew chilly, and 
Doughty induced Moore to put on my 
heavy overcoat. Sucdenly Hazen sings 
out: We, ro going too fast; we're above the 
clouds.’’ Sure enongh on looking outside 
there lay below us great banks of fleecy vapor. 
Ireached my hand from the car, and could 
feel it. Above us the sun was shining fall and 
strong. Through the clouds I peered 
as 6 through «4 

earth beneath. Here and there were rents in 


the veil,through which.as through peep-holes 


in a white mask, I could perceive the wide, 
endless map of green and gray and yellow 
spots. I shivered as the cold, clammy vapor 
permeated my cl Hazen sings out as 
he looks at the aneroid barometer: 

‘*WERE 15,280 FEET AND STILL GOING vr.“ 
At this time the temperature had descended to 
42 deg. A few minutes later Hazen announces 
16,000 feet altitude. Thisisthe highest, I be- 
lieve, any balloon has been in 
this country: He adds, with some 
enthusiasm, The temperature has got 
down to 7.“ 

Doughty meanwhile shoots off his camera at 
the clouds. Click, click, comes the sound of 
his apparatus, as the instantaneous exposures 
are made. He had previously taken 
a dozen of 8 views. Moore 
sits huddled - in a heap, deject- 
edly gazing at me with eyes half closed 
and looking like a very sick man. Hazen 
leans outside to my leit, swinging his psy- 
chometer outside the car. I sit on one 
of Doughty’s boxes holding in my 
lap a writing-board, on which 1 
am writing the third page of 
a large sheet of tissue-paper. The time is 
about 5:20. Hazen cries in alarm: We are 
falling dreadfully. Hethrows outa bunch of 
circulars. Instead of descending or floating 
with us, e 

THEY SHOOT UPWARD 
as they leave his band, like steam 
from an exhaust pipe. Moore springs to his 
feet. Out with the ballast, boys! Quick!“ 
Weak as he is he grabs what he can and casts 
it over. Doughty and Hazen have already 
dropped their instruments and each 
grabs a bag of sand. Over it goes. 
As it leaves the bag it files upward 
like that from a gun strikes the gas bag above 
it and cradually settle down into the car 
filling eyes, ears and nostrils almost to suffooa - 
tion. Irealize the peril, Ispring to my feet, 
the circulars and sandshooting upward and the 
terrific roaring in my ears, with the appalling 
sense of the frightful velocity with which the 
car is dropping away from under us, is enough 
to warn me. Istand in the center of the car. 
As Llook off over the edge of it I perceive 
THE EARTH FLYING UPWARD 

the hitherto small, green and yellow checks 
divided by dark streaks representing the 
green sward and flelds of ripening wheat di- 
versified by great forests, grow as I look 
at them. Now the fields spread out 
and the fences appear. Here a cabin 
and there a town, here a glistening crystal 
stream and yonder a gray-white highway. 
My view of these objects is but momentary: 
„Over with ballast! Over with baliast!’’ yells 
Moore, himself throwing out wbat he can; the 
alr about is full of the things we cast over, 
and which fly upward the instant they leave 
the car. 

‘*Something wrong boys; “If we don’t stop 
her right away, ve re lost. 

OVERBOARD, QUICK, WITH BVERYTHING.’’ 

Out goes the sand and the circulars the 
faster. I catch hold ofthe great hickory hoop 
overhead, and prepare for the worst. Up 
come the tops of the forest trees, 
until the 700 feet of drag-rope touches them. 
Up again till the rope settles upon the ground 
200 feet or more, thus relieving the car of its 
weight; then our downward motion percepti- 


bly decreases. The. circulars float slow- ö 


ly upward from the car, and begin 
falling and fluttering below us. 
We have reached the turning point, 400 feet 
high, and we are safe. Then we breathe 
easier and stand and gaze at one another in- 
quiringly. Ho did it happen, Iask. Moore 
replies: 1 can’t account for it, the bag must 
be torn at the top. Someone during the 
excitement of feeling pulled that rip cord. I 
never saw anything like it. From the uncom- 
mon height of 16,000 fect in a space of time 
which seemed less than two minutes, we had 
dropped to 400 feet. That settles it, 
boys, we've got to come down 
before dark, said Moore. Ballast was 
thrown and we ascended to about 2,000 feet 
sailing over a farm-house. Moore, who was 
now thoroughly awake, yelled down. ‘‘How 
far are we from St. Louis,“ the indistinct 
answer was twenty-five miles. Here a WORLD 
envelope was dropped containing a dispatch 
WRITTEN ABOVE THE CLOUDS 

before the terrible fall began. Shortly after 
this one of the Festers pigeons was fiown, 
and an hour or so later one of the Crystal 
Citys, each bearing a message tied to 
the leg. The altitude did not ex- 
ceed 6,000 feet at any time dur- 
ing the voyage from this point. The di- 
rection was northeast, the velocity less than 
twenty milesan hour. After we had gone up 
the second time to 6,000 feet we descended 
again to 2,000 feet, then ascended to 5,200, and 
so varied the altitude until at 6:30 o’clock 
we came to a strip of forest lands several miles 
wide and extending off northeast an intermin- 
able length. This looks, boys, as if we 
might have to camp in these woods to-night,’’ 
said Moore. We sailed along over the strip, 
pointing stra'ght across it from end to end, 
which was undoubtedly many miles. 

When it was clear that we must make land 
before dark or else be torn to shreds against 
the trees, our spirits fell accordingly. 
Doughty generously offered to dump his ap- 
paratus to keep afloat, and one of 
us suggested that twenty more miles 
might be made before dark by 
letting go the pigeons and the provisiona, and 
finally our clothing, but Moore shook his 
head. No use, boys; we've got the pluck, 
but we’ve got to come down, all the same; but 
we shall try it again.’’ At this time the 
balloon was 

SLOWLY DESCENDING 
despite everything we did. The neck lay, 
closed tightly, looking flabby and showing 
plainly the serious loss of gas sustained in our 
short flight. We were sailing over the woods, 
now in the center, mow at one edge 
of them. At last, about 7 o’clock, we 
left the woods to the west and began a course 
which would have brought us to Lake Michi- 
gan. Lower and lower we settled. Moore 
and Hazen shouted down, and the echoes 
reached us from the woods. ‘‘Now 
get ready, boys, for a landing,’’ 
said Moore. The anchor rope was 
thrown out, but slipping from Moore's 
wounded hand slid down over the edge, 
fetching up with a vicious yank on the car as 
it reached the botttom. Down lower until the 
drag-rope touched the ground. Lower still 
until firsts ten, then fifty, and finally a 
hundred feet lay on the ground 
trailing through fields of uncu 
wheat and leaving a wide crease behind it. 
Over fences and roads it trailed, then the 
anchor began to take hold. It caught in the 
turt, let go, caught again, tearing out whole 
loads and sending the dirt high in the air. 
Each time that it caught, it 
YFANKED THE CAR VICIOUSLY. 

Hang on boys, shouted Moore, here's a 

fence and a stone wall.“ The anchor 


t wenty feet of fence and the stones flew, and 
the car righting itself sailed on as before. 
More fences, of which the hungry anchor takes 
a mouthful then bounds high in the air 
and lands again. Still more fences 
and our speed perceptibly lessens and our 
descent increases. Hazen, with an eye ahead 
shouts, ‘‘Here’s a house.“ 80 there, is & 
small story-and-a-half cottage, but it must 
take its chances. We come to it pres- 
ently, the drag rope trailing past the 
door. The vicious -four-pronged steel 
anchor flashes around the corner, just missing 
the old man and woman standing with staring 
eyes in the doorway, and, after grazing the 
pump, springs at the fence and comes away 
laughing, its mouth full of it. On we go; more 
wheat fields; more corn - fields; the dust 
rising in clouds, and the stones flying. Farm- 
ers now run toward us from alldirections cen- 
tering at a point ahead, where they think we 
may pass. On coming to them Moore shouts 
down, Catch, hold of the long rope 
look out for the anchor; catch the drag rope;’’ 
three hired men pick up the innocent looking 
drag rope as it trails through the fleids; hold 
on to it, shouts Moore. They brace them- 
selves with heels set inthe dirt, but were 

JERKED TWENTY FEET IN THE AIR 
and fall sprawling. Ere they have picked 
themselves up the rope is a hundred rods 
away. A group of a dozen stalwart yeomen 
now make a dasb at the dragrope, but flineha 
littie. Catch bold,“ shouts Moore. 
* Pon't be afraid; take a turn 
around some tree first. One, then 
another, takes hold gingerly, is jerked off his 
feet and lets go. Finally the anchor is drag- 
ging, prongs down, and the speed is percep- 
tibly diminishing. At last, as we approach a 
farm-house, all the men take hold 
of the drag-rope together and are 
yanked along viciously. August Palm, 
aided by his wife, grab the loose end and 
thoughtfully give it a turn around a stout 
apple tree in their door-yard. Mrs. Palm 
skins her hand severely, and the bark 
flies from the tree, but the 
rope fetches uf the car with a 
tremendous yaok that nearly spilis every- 
thing out of it; passengers and bags and boxes 
are precipitated violently into the lower end. 
The great hickory hoop overhead fairly 
screeches under the enormous strain. Will 
she hold? Thisisthe query. We are now 
about 400 feet up. It seems as 
if something must give way as the car 
creaks and the cable slips on the tree as the 
balloon holds. The immense bag acts as a kite 
and ascends until we are almost directly over 
the tree. As we go up the cable slips and the 
car shivers. First Moore, then Doughty, 
holds the valve open, still she stays there, the 
breeze very strong, and finally Doughty 
catches the rip cord, and is surprised to find 
that it has already been ripped and responds 
to his hand with scarcely any effort. Still the 
bag keeps spreading out like 

AN ENORMOUS SAIL . 

catching the wind. Down we settle slowly to 
within 100 feet of the cornfield under us. 
Then we shoot up again and thecable slips and 
the tree bark and twigs fly and the car 
trembles under the strain. It is fully an 
hour .before we get to the ground, 
a crowd of eager men all the time tugging at 
the cable between the tree and the balloon. 
Doughty and I Had each a bag of sand 
ready to run out to break the 
force of the fall, but luckily 
we came to the ground so easily the ballast 
was not needed. Hazen was the first to leap 
out. Doughty and Moore and I remained till 
the car was finally lodged in the road which 
separated the corn-fields from Palm’s house. 
Then we got out anthascertained that we were 
at Hoffman, seven miles from Centralia, a 
town on the Iillinols Central railroad. It was 
then dark and about 9 o’clock. The bag was 
atill lying, inflated, on its side and would not 
settle. Through a hole near the top, two 
feet wide and several feet long, the wind 
rushed in and kept the bag expanded. Moore 
finally pulled the rip cord and split the bag 
from top to bottom, making two balves of it, 
then it collapsed suddenly with a swishing, 
whirring sound, and in an instant lay ont 
spread fiat upon the ground, a mass 
of lemon-colored cloth. Palm was set to 
watching the car. We are agreed that the 
cause for the extraordinary loss of gas was 
due to some serious injury to the gas bag, in- 
| flicted while filling. What was done in six- 
teen hours could be better done in less than 
the half of that time. EDWARD Durrr. 
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A SCIENTIFIC SUCCESS. 


The Signal Service Officer Reports the Voy- 
age a Grand Success for Observations. 


Prof. H. Allen Hazen, the Signal Service 
officer, reports that the ascension was the 
most valuable ever made for meteorological 
parposes. His report below gives a graphic 
account of the ascent: R 
Rv Telegraph to the PosT-DIsSPATCH. 

Huey, II., June 18.—The balloon voyage has 
been eminently successful in the cause of 
science. The great difficulty in the inflation 
and, ascension, which was hazardous to the 
original intention of the projectors, rather 
favored the scientific results. The necessity 
of expending ballast at the first to ciear the 
grounds lightened enough to carry us 
nearly sixteen thousand feet high, thus 
giving an excelient opportunity for 
determining the temperature and humidity. 
The temperature at starting was 92 
aud at the highest pointit was 36. At this 
point the air was exceedingly dry, though it 
had been nearly saturated afew minutes be- 
fore at 5,000 feet. The very rapid descent— 
more than fifteen feet per second—tested the 
psychrometer to its best, and it responded 
finely. The second rise to 6,000 feet checked 
the reading before made. We were at the 
highest point twelve minutes, and the second 
time ataheight of 6,000 feet, ten minutes. 
Forty-six complete observations—barometer, 
pyschrometer, magnetic needie and time 
were made in Illi minutes. These observations 
showing the 

DISTRIBUTION OF TEMPERATURE 

and moisture in the atmosphere were made 
with better instruments than wore ever taken 
to so high an altitude before, and are the most 
satisfactory ever before made. The directions 
ofthe lower current was northeast,and that 
of the upper east, precisely as predicted. The 
velocity of the balloon was about thirty miles 
per hour, nearly due east. We landed in 
Hoffman, II., it requiring the united exertions 
of thirty men to control the monster, and it 
was impossible to wholly subdue it without 
applying the rip-cord, which finally took ita 
vital breath. No one of the party is at all dis- 
couraged, but all are enthusiastic for another 
attempt, which will be made. Hazen.

The ascension was the topic of universal con- 
versation yesterday ang to-day the balloon’s 
trips and descent are as ruling. Every 
spectator at the park yesterday has his 
story to tell to-day of how the 
balloen rose and sank, and rose again and dis- 
appeared. Theresultis that every one who 
did not go will be wild with enthusiasm to see 
an assent, and should it be determined to 
bring the balloon back, it is probable thas 
Sportsman’s Park will be too small.

AT SCHULENBURG, TEX. 


Armed Robbers Stopped the Train and 
Foreed the Engineer to Pull the Train 
to Their Camp—tThe Sleeping Passengers 
Aroused and Relieved of Their Valu- 
ables—The Mail Pouches Rifled of their 
Contente—A Large Amount of Menue 
Taken From the Express Car—The Beb- 
bers Said to Have secured $75,000. 


Austin. Tex., June 18.—A report has juss 
reached here that the east-bound Call- 
fornia express ot. 3he Southern Pacific Rail- 
road was robbed at 8 o’clock this morning” 
by a band of robbers near the town of Flatonia, 
in Fayette County, about ninety-fives miles 
east of San Antonio and 120 miles w 
Houston. The express car was robbed. No- 
body was killed. It is rumored that the rob- 
bers secured $75,000. 


Another Account, 


HovustTon, Tex., June 18.—One of the most 
daring train robberies that has over oc- 
curred in Texas was perpetrated at 1:30 
o’clock this morning a short distance this 
side of Schulenberg on the Southern Pacific 
Railway. As the train drew up at the sta- 
tion two men with drawn revolvers mounted 
the engine, covered the engineer and forced 
him to pull the train to the open prairies, afew 
hundred yards tothe east, where a fire. was 
burning and around which stood eight or ten 
men all armed with Winchester rifles. 
The two robbers on the engine stood guard 
over the man at the throttle while the others 
went through the mail, express and passenger 
cars. Nearly all the passengers were asleep 
and unaware of what was going on until they 
were 


AROUSED BY THE ROBBERS, 

The first man tackled by them was Mr. W. 
Newberger of New York, whom they ck 
on the head with a revolver, and secured from 
him $7 in cash, several diamonds and 
a gold watch vaiued at $1,000. Lou 
Mayer of Cincinnati was relieved of $5. R. L. 
Armstead of New York gave up $20. He had a 
large amount of money with him, which was 
hid in the sleeping- car. A gentleman 
from Mexico, whose name could 
not be ascertained, lost $400. All 
the passengers were relieved of what immedi- | 
ate valuables they possessed and it is difficult 
to form any estimate of the amount of money 
and jewelry secured. The amount, however, 
is reckoned at about $5,000.

FOUND GUILTY. 


HENRY MULLANEY CONVICTED OF FILLING 
REGISTRATION BOOKS. 


Judge Thayer’s Instructions to the Jury— 


Drawing the Law Down to Narrow Com- 
pass—One Hundred and Sixty- Four Counts 
Knocked Ont of the Indictment by the 
Judge—The Jury Knocks Out Another— 
Guilty, However, on Five Counts—Nolle 
Pros Entered in the Case of J. N. Judge 
—Other Cases Continued. 


Yesterday afternoon Judge Thayer in- 
structed the jury in the case of Henry Mul- 
laney, an ‘election fraud case in the United 


States District Court,to return a verdict of ac- 


quittal on all of 169 counts of the indictment 
except counts 1, 25,31, 50, 58 and 146 those 
charging the defendant with having un- 
lawfully registered William Klausmeyer, 
Henry Adams, George A. Bohm, F. M. Elis, 
George Steele and Chas. A. Lanier. The 163 
counts which the Judge sat down on charged 
Mullaney with having registered names of 
persons that the Government had 
failed to prove had any existence. 
The ruling was the same as in the 
Golden case. Mullaney was then placed on 
the stand, and denied having written the 
names. The argument was then entered upon 
and consumed the remainder of the session. 
This morning Judge Thayer charged the jury. 
He said: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE JURY—The statutes of 
the United States, which have been read to 
you,and have been several times referred to in 
the course of this trial, provide in substance 
that if ataregistration for a Congressionel 
election any person does an unlawful act to 


secure registration for any other person * * # 


shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $500, 
imprisonment not exceeding three 
years, or by both fine and imprisonment, in 
the discretion of the Court. From 
THE WORDING OF THE STATUTE 

and from the language of the indictment it 
is obvious that the offenses described in the 
six counts of the indictment which you are to 
determine are offenses consisting of two main 
elements. In the first place itis charged that 
defendant committed a certain unlawful act 
and in the second place that he did the 
unlawful act in question for a certain described 
purpose. The uniawfual act described con- 
sisted in the alleged writing of the names of 
certain persons in the registration book of the 
Tenth Ward of this city who had not applied 
for registration or taken the oath required 
of voters. Such an ct, if done, was 
clearly unlawful. The intent with 
which that act is doneis alleged to have been 
to secure registration for the particular per- 
sons whose names were so written. ow, 
gentiemen, it is necessary for the Govern- 
ment to prove both the elements of the 
offense described in the statute and indict- 
ment beyond any reasonabie doubt; that is 
to say, the Government must show that de- 
fendant wrote the names of the six persons 
mentioned in the indictment, or some of 
them, in the registration book of the Tenth 
Ward at or about the time charged in the ia- 
dictment, that ts, last September, and while 
they were in the registering officer’s custody, 
and that said person or persons whose names 
were written bad not taken the voter’s oath or 
applied for registration. And it 

MUST ALSO 8HOW 
beyond any reasonable 
he person or ersons whose names 
were 80 unlawfully written were 
actual persons and that defendant knew them, 
or knew of them, and wrote their name or 
names to secure registration forthem. The 
Court instructs you. gentiemen, that it is not 
necegsary forthe Government toshow that 
defendant had an actual acquaintance with any 
of the persons whose names he wrote or acted 
in connivance with them; dut it must be made 
to appear beyond a reasonable doubt from the 
testimony before you that hein some manner 
knew of the existense of such persons, or had 
heard of such persons, or some 
ot them, and that when he wrote 
their name or names he had 
them in mind and that his purpose was to se- 
cure their registration. From facts which 


doubt that 


have been proven to your entire satisfaction, | 


you are authorized to draw such inferences as 
seem to you to be reasonable and natural in- 
ferences—such inéerences, in short, as you 
would not hesitate to draw and act upon in 
your own everyday transactions. For ex- 
ample, if the name of a person appears on 
the registration books as residing at and

CRUDE PETROLEUM FUEL, 


The Pennsylvania Road Runs an Experi- 
mental Train with Perfect Success. 


PITTsBuaG, Fa., June 18.—The first train 
that ever ran or atttempted to run west 
of the Allegheny Mountains with crude petro- 
leum as the only fuel in its locomotive 
tender and firebox, was the mail train west 
on the Pennsylvania Railway that arrived 
in this city last night. It came 
through from Altoona on time, and it 


came without a atick of timber or a scuttle of 
coal to make steam for its motar. The train 
wus drawn by tocomotive No. 408, with 
Enzineer Burbanks at the throttle. There 
was entire uniformity of heat in the fire box, 
without any stoking to make it. The pipes 
from the 200 gallons of crude oil ina 
tank in the tender did the business. The 
experiment was a complete success. Splendid 
time was made and there was no annoyance 
from smoke or cinders. Experiments in 
this line have been qaietly progressing 
unde Pennsylvania Railroad auspices at Al- 
toona; but this is the first time the long 
run to Pittsburg has been attempted with only 
oil for fuel. 

The process is the invention of a Russian 
scientist and Dr. Dudley of the Altoona shops, 
and has deen developing slowly but surely. It 
will, of course, prove a great stroke of econ- 
omy.

New York, June 18.—Mrs. Pearl Lacey, a

EFFORTS TO BLAME GEN. DRUM FOR THE 
“REBEL” FLAG ORDER. 


The President Confident the Peeple Will 
Approve His Course—Southerners Regret 
the Agitation—No Requests Made for the 
Return of the Flags—Opinions of Gov- 
ernors. 


By Teleeranh tothe PoOsST-DISPATCH 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 18.—The excite- 
ment over the order to return the Confederate 
flugs has subsided uow thatthe President hus 
revoked that order. There is still consider- 
able gossip about how the order first came to 
be made and who is responsible for it. Many 
of the President’s friends were busy yester- 
day trying to impress the notion on the public 
that Gen. Drum is the only man responsible for 
the order. This idea is encouraged at the 
White House, but the facts seem to fix 
the responsibility upon President Cleveland. 
Gen. Drum’s letter ofthe 30th of April to the 
Secretary of War, first recommending that the 
flags be returned to the several States, was 
made public yesterday. It bears the indorse- 
ment of the Secretary of War, first recom- 
mending that the flags be returned to the sev- 
eral States. It sets forth that the within 
recommendation is approved by the Presi- 
dent. It was said at the White House yes- 
terday that the President had not been in- 
fluenced by the decision to revoke his former 
order by the protests of Gen. Fairchild and 
others. Mr. Cleveland believes when the public 
gives the matter sober thought the people 
willapprove of his course. His only thought, 
the President's friends say, was to do some- 
thing to bring these two sections of the coun- 
try closer together. Mr. Cleveland on this 
accountis reported as saying that he did not 
object to being placed inthe position of pro- 
voking ‘‘bioody shirt’’ opposition while he 
engaged in an attempt to obliterate war mem- 
ories. Among Southern gentiemen in Wash- 
ington there is a feeling of regret that the 
question of returning the flags has 
been agitated. One of the most infiuen- 
tlal of Southern men, one who ‘aithfully served 
the Confederate army said: ‘‘So far as 1 know 
there hus never been any request, not even a 
wish on the part of the Southern people that 
these flags should be returned. I don't think 
our people would care about them. The ha- 
miliating feature of the matter is that it 
arouses a feeling that we must be whipped 
over and over again in order to keep us in 
subjection and for s mething that we huve no 
hand in. 

The following dispatches in answer tothe 
WoORLD'S telegraphic inquiry sent to Gov- 
ernors prior tu tue President’s rescinding of 
the order for the return of the flags have been 
received:

The balloon broke loose once 
and moved twenty yards along this 
line before it was stopped.

Mr. Moore took off his hat 
and mopped his brow. This was interpreted 
by some of the crowd to be a signal for 
the start but it was proven a false 
alarm. Some one dropped a 8 It 
struck the side ot the car.

The statement of the profits of the St, Louis 
Olub was the plain truth, however, and was 


not exaggerated in the least. The attendance 


at the park thus far this season has been ex- 


traordinarily light, but certainly the patron- 
age bas not been such as to cause an actual 
loss of money tothe management. It may be 
that the profits on the year will not be as heavy 
as they were last year, but there will cer- 
tainly be a profit, small though it may be. The 
expenses of a company who «o into 
base ball, that is to say, the pre- 
liminary, @xyenses are not heavy. The 
renting or purchase of the ground and 
the erection ofthe stands are the cause of the 
main outlay. Nextcome the salaries of the 
players and the costs of travel from city to 
city during the season. These items about 
cover all the outlay incidenttothe manage- 
mentofa base ballteam. The cost of con- 
struction for the grand stands and fitting up of 
the park, stop ofcourse with the first year, 
and then the rental or taxes and interest ac- 
count are the only expenses which run. 

For instance, let the cost of grand stand be 
placed at $20,000, a liberal figure, and the 
rental of the ground at $2,000 annually, 
another liberal figure. Then the salary list 
and the cost of transportation can be lumped 
together very well, at say $40,000. Omitting 
the originalsum expended on the improve- 
ment of the ground and figuring on $2,000 per 
year as maintenance,a table of expenses would 


not show a very large outlay when compared 
with the receipts durifig a good season. 

There were seventy home games played at 
Sports man's Park last year and if they be esti- 
mated at an average of $1,200 in receipts to the 

me, which, when Sunday games are included 
will be seen not to be a very large estimate, 
they would give a total of $84,000 for the entire 
seventy home games. Thus if a table of the 
expenditures and the receipts of the st. Louis

Thus ſt will be seen that on the liberal figures 
allowed in the above calculation the St. ulis 
Club could have cleared easily 542, 000, exclud- 
ing the profits accruing from the sale of beer 
and refreshments, which, as every one knows 
is by no means insignificant. Knocking off 
the extra $2,000 for incidental expenses, such 
as purchase money for r players, 
Ste., the club would easi come under the 
wire ahead to the tune of $40.000.

WANTS TWO LEAGUES. 


Veteran Henry Chadwick Advises An Eastern 
and Western Association. 


| All the prominent base ball writers of the 


country have expressed themselves upon the 
twelve-clubd league plan, and the last to do so 
was Henry Chadwick. Here is what he says: 
I notice that there is considerable talk about 
‘a grand consolidated league’ for next year, to 
include the National League and the American 
Association. The idea is not a bad one in some 
respects, but the time is not ripe for its being 


carried out yet.What I want to see first is a 
consolidation of the clubs of the East and West 
in their respective sections; that is, an Eastern 
—eague for the leading clubs from Boston to 
Washington and a Western League for the 
prominent clubs from St. Louis to Chicago 
eight or ten for each section. The National 
Agreement answers all the purposes a single 
rand league could servein promoting the 
nterests of the game; while, on the other 
band, having the clubsof the Eastand West 
under one league would be no improvement 
over the existing arrangement. The Interstate 
Railroad law has helped the movement for 
the organization of an Eastern and West- 
ern League considerably by increasing 
the outlay for the traveling now done 
between thetwo sections. Look how these 
trips West and East each season eatinto the 
rofite ofthe clubs. With two leagues, one 
ast and one Wert, we should have far greater 
rivalry for championship honors than we now 
have, and, of course, more excitement and a 
larger patronage. Then, too, there would bea 
treble contest each season; first, for the cham- 
pionship of each section, and then for the 
championship of the United States. And what 
1 r series ot matches the latter would be; 
while the struggle for the lead in the sectional 
pennant rapes would be fuily as interesting as 
the conte now are forthe League and Asso- 
ciation pennants. This arrangement has got 
to come. It is only a question of time. Thus 
far the National League has served an admira- 
ble purpose in bu 31 up professional ball 
playing so as to make it honorable and worthy 
of the best patronage; and in this respect, 
too, the Amerivan Association has done yeo- 
man service in backing up the good work of 
the League, the final outcome of the combined 
efforts of the two organizations being that 
corner-stone of the professional structure, 
the National Agreement, without which the 
whole fabric would soon fall to the ground. 
The National Agreement is, in fact, now the 
very foundation of one grand league.

The Fainting Incident at Union Park—Gos- 
sip of the Track. 


Considerable comment has been caused by 
the fainting of a certain young man in the ob 
stacle race at the spring meeting of the 
Missouri Amateur Athletic Olub at Union Park 
last Sunday. Many of the spectators, especi- 
ally ladies, expressed themselves as opposed 
to any kind of sport which could 
result so disastrously to the participants. 


The sole cause for affairs like this is to be laid 
atthe door of the athletes? themselves. 

Those would-be Athletes who are too lazy 
to put themselves through the required 
amount of training necessary forthe struggie 
and who go into the competition with the ex- 
pectation that the handicapper will assist 
them to win a prize to which they are not 
really entitled should be severely sat down 
upon as they are certainly a great detriment to 
the sport. They invariably go into a number 
of events for which they have made no prep- 
aration whatever and as before stated trustin 
the handicapper and Providence to pull them 
through, — the result is that the slightest 
over-exertlon exhausts them, and their ath- 
letic career is brought to an inglorious end. 
The only consolation isthe pleasure of being 
carried off the field in a semi-unconscious 
state by their friends. It is no easy thing to 
enter into any event of the kind given by the 
Missouri Athietic Club without a single day of 
training, and to make any kind of a showing 
whatever against trained talent collected from 
all parts of the country. Athletes who are 
blessed with the usual amount of common 
sense prepare themselves by weeks of hard 
work for the endurance necessary to hold out 
against equally well trained competitors. No 
man who enters the lists without the requisite 

ractice, and then fails, as he is 

ound to do from sheer exhaus- 
tion, deserves either pity or consolation. 
He has no one to blame but himself. It the 
trouble could be made to stop with the per- 
sonal inconvenience suffered by the man him- 
self, it would really be a blessing to athileties. 
This, however, is ugt tho case. The injury is 
extended tothe whole sportinthe minds of 
the public generally who know nothing of its 
methods orits requirements, and a hue and 
cry is raised which always reacts with 
evil effect. It isto be hoped that hereafter 
the M. A. A. C. not only, but all athletic clubs, 
will see that such thinge do not occur. The 
local club especially should use a keener dis- 
crimination in the matter of its competitions, 
and if necessary should confine its meetings to 
members over whom it can exercise a proper 
control.
